Forgotten  Easter-Time  Monument; 
Mountainside  Cross  Views  Valley

Some  readers  might  think  it 
“jumping  the  gun”  by  writing 
about  a cross  associated  with 
Easter  but  the  plea  is  “innocent” 
because  the  object  of  discussion 
is  quite  appropriate  for  Home- 
coming. The  story  of  the  cross 
and  first  year  of  its  use  is  close- 1 
ly  connected  with  campus  and , 
campus  personalities,  past  and 
present.  j 

Custom  in  Provo  for  many ! 
years  was  to  have  Easter  sun- 1 
rise  services  on  the  banks  of 
Utah  Lake,  until  in  1939  a na-j 
tural  amphitheater  on  the  East 
Mountain  bench  was  used.  This 
was  located  on  private  proper- 
ty and  the  roads  to  it  were  poor, 
but  the  view  of  the  valley  and 
lake  were  spectacular  enough 
to  be  rewarding  to  ail  who  at- 
tended the  services. 

In  the  interim  of  1939  ser- 
vices and  Easter  1940  the  cit'f  of 


Provo  decided  that  it  would  be 
good  to  build  a stone  cross  on 
the  .spot,  to  be  used  once  a year 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Resur- 
rection. The  idea  was  endorsed 
by  the  Latter-day  Saint  Church 
and  BYU,  and  with  this  support 
the  cross  was  erected  by  Elmer 
Madsen  of  Provo. 

A'  grand  pageant  was  planned 
for  the  first  year’s  service  and 
was  written  by  Dr.  Eldon  Beck, 
now  Zoology  Department  chair- 
man. Other  members  of  the  pa- 
geant committee  were  Jesse 
Haws,  city  commissioner,  the 
Rev.  E.  F.  Irwin,  A.  V.  Watkins.; 
J.  Elmer  Jacobsen  and  Dr.  Ger- 
rit  de  Jong. 

Title  of  the  pageant  was  “The  ■
